PEACE IMPOSSIBLE 


Wang Chung-hui Warns. 
Friendly: Third Powers 


. Chungking, July 10. 
Dr. Wan Chung-hul, Forelga 
Minister, at on. interview to-day, 
suid that third Powers should not rt 
present act as mediators between 
China and Japan because even if the 
{wo countries should reach an agree- 
ment on the busls of the war terms 
there would alwnys be clashes be- 
tween Japan and third Powers, 

“ "China's positlon.is very clear," 
sald the Foreign Minister. “We have 
aun open door and we want to keep 
it open, The issucg at stake invo}ve 
not only China but also third Powers 
who have thelr rights and interests 
In Chinn, The fundamental issues are 
the Nine-Power puarantee of the 
territorial inteyrity of China and the 
open door, which rives all nations 
free and = equal opportunity. As a 
result we hive no right to negotiate 
regarding the rights of other Powers, 
and Japan should have recoynised 
this long ago, : 

“Because China has no right to 
nepyotiate in these inatters the Powers 
should adopt a joint policy of bring 
Ing pressure on Japan which would 
force her to withdraw and automati- 
enally preserve the rights - of other 
Powers." 9! 

Dr. Wanye unhesitatingly predictest 
the failure of the Anglo-Japanese 
neyotlations because the two view- 
points are too Tar apart. He sald Bri- 
ain wants to make Tientsin a local 
Issue, while Japan wants to settle 
treater problem such as the silver 
stored in Tientsin, Chinese currency, 
sand the New Order in East Asia, 
These issues involved other nations, 
as the silver belongs to China and the 
other Powers nre Interested in the 
currency and the status of China in 
the Far‘East, Britain cannot settle 
these questions unilaternily. He 
pointed out that the biggest handicap 
fo the success of the neotiations was 
the {oct that the Japanese militarists 
contro! the Japanese viewpoint. 

Discussing the new American Neu- 
tratity Act, Dr. Wang believed there 
will be a Jony debate in the Senate 
and It Is realised that the present bill 
will handicap the Administration in 
playing its part In world affairs, He 
sald the provision of only short term 
eredits of 90 days would hurt Ching, 
while an embargo on arms and am- 
munition would hurt Britain and 
France in the event of a war in 
Europe.—United Press,

SUDDEN 
STRIKE 


Chinese Printers 
Present Demands 


Printing employees of: all Chinese 
newspapers and several job-printing 
estabilshments suddenly went on a 
sit-down strike last night following 
n dispute concerning wages ond 
conditions, Some. returned to worl 
after thelr employers had signed an 
agreement with the Union, but 
negotiotions regarding the others were 
still proceeding at an carly hour this 
morning, 


The men who went on strike were 
members of the Hongleng Printing 
General Unlon, which seceded from 
the Hongkong Printing Union at the 
end of Muy. The General Union 
claims as membership all newspaper 
employees and the majority of job- 
printers, and tovk objection. to an 
agreement recently slyned with some 
employers providing for a 10-hour 
day. The objection was based maln- 
jy on the claim that the agreement 
was signed by delegates who did not 
represent the majority of, the em- 
ployers and by delegates 
Printing Union which, the General 
Union claimed, represented only a 
minority of printing employces. 


Following notification of the strike 
at 7 pm. many of the employers 
telephoned the Pollce and the emer- 
Kency, unit was ‘dispatched. Patrols 
were placed in the affected printing 
rooms but there were no signs of 
disorder. 


Represcntatives of the employers 
met in a city restaurant and the Gen- 
eral Union leaders congregated in 
the Union Rooms In Sin Hin Street, 
Central District, where representa 
tives of the employers eventually 
called and discussed a new agree= 
ment. Unlon leaders asked that be- 
fore the men return to work the em-« 
Ployers agree to-an elght-hour day, 
with one day a week off, and give 
un assurance that other demands re- 
Rarding conditions and wages be dis- 
cussed with the men in the individual 
printing rooms, 


The representatives of two news- 
papers had agreed to these conditions 
by midnight, and immediately their 
chop was applied to the agreement 
the men employed in those offices

So much, in fact, 
that Parliament’ promptly passed a 
Bill granting Newfoundland £3,000,- 
000 per annum, 

Now Richards {s in Africa, investi- 
gating conditions In Ganibla, Sierra 
Leone and the Gold Coast, In each 
of these three Colonies he will, if the 
recently published book by Leonard 
Barnes (“Empire or Democracy?”) 45 
any authority, see much that will 
Interest “Daily Express” readers. 

It wouldn't be a bad idea if the 
“Daily Express” could spare Richards 
for ‘a trip to Hongkong, as a con- 
temporary somewhat Jjocularly sug- 
gested the other day. There are 
several things of Interest in this 
Colon: ; 

ITE. One person in every hun- 
dred’ of Hongkong’s" normal” popula- 
tlon'Js a Civil Servant, (The total 
number of Government employees, 
excluding those on Loan Works, ts 
10,792. Between them this year they 
will draw $14,430,249 in salaries. But 
the salaries won't be proportionate, for 
437 of the 10,792 civil servants will

ITEM: We will spend $8,174,000 
on Defence this year—another twenty 
per cent, of our total revenue, But 
we wlll be able to find only $2,318,- 
808 (of which the greater part will 
wo toa few highly paid English 
teachers): to educate our children. 
Almost ali the African colonies’ will 
devote a greater percentage of their 
revenues to Education, Even the 
despised Gold Const will spend the 
equivalent of $4.000,000—or seven per 
cent. of its total revenuc— on educat- 
ing Its’ African children this year, 
We will spend only 0% per cent. of 
our total revenuc. : OFS 

¥TEM: The novernge monthly. in- 
income of cach of the top 437 Civil 
Servants in‘Hongkong is $1,100. But 
the average monthly income: of 
families recelving assistance from the 
Soelety for the Protection of Children 
willbe $1.57, or five cents n day.

The year 1807 found Danzig con- 
quered by Napoleon; from 1814 until 
the Great War she Was the copital 
of Germun West Prussia, and to-day 
she flies the Swastika Flag while a 
Lengue of Notons Commissloncr 
“protects” her and Poland holds 
economic and diplomatic sway, 

Surely there is enough here to 
keep the history professors arguing 
for years: but would we be any 
clearer at the end. of it all?

PEACE IMPOSSIBLE 


Wang Chung-hui Warns 
Friendly Third Powers. 


. Chungking, July 10. 
“Dr. Wang Chung-hul, Foresga 
Minister, nt on interview to-day, 
sald that third Powers should not-ct 
present act as mediutors’ between 
China and Japan because even If the 
two countries should reach an orece 
ment on the basis of the war terms 
there would always be clashes be- 
tween Jopan and third Powers, 
"China's position is very clear,” 
sald the Foreign Minister, “We have 
a open door and we want to keep 
It open, The Issues at stake involve 
not only China but also third Powers 
who have their rights and interests 
In China, The fundamental Issues ure 
the Ninc-Power guurantee of the 
territorlal-Integrity of China ond the 
open door, which gives all nations 
free and = cqual opportunity, As a 
result we have no right to negotiate 
regarding the rights of other Powers, 
and Japun should jhave recognised 
this long nyo. 
“Because China has no right, to 
nevoliute in these matters the Powers 
should adopt a joint policy of bring- 
ing pressure on Japan which would 
force her to withdraw and automati- 
cally preserve the rights of other 
Powers,” 2 
Dr. Wang unbesitatingly predicted 
the failure of the Anplo-Japunese 
nerotiations because the two view- 
points are too far apart. He sald Brl- 
tain wants to make Tientsin’ a local 
uc, while Japan wants to settle 
treater problems, such as the silver 
stored In Tientsin, Chinese currency, 
tind the New Order in East Asia. 
These {ssues involved other, nations, 
an the sitver belongs to China and the 
other Powers are interested in the 
currency’ and the stutus of China In 
ennnot settle 
these questions unilaterally, He 
pointed out that the biggest handicap 
to the success of the negotiatlons was 
the fact that the Japanese militarists 
control the Japanese -viewpolnt. 
Discussing the new American Neu- 
trality Act; Dr. Wang believed there 
will be a Jong debate In the Senate 
and it fs resdised that the present bill 
will handicap. the Administration in 
playing its part in world affairs, He 
said the provision of only short term

Printing employees .of all Chinese 
newspapers and several job-printing 
establishments suddenly. went on o 
sit-down strike Inst. night following 
nr dispute concerning wages and 
conditions. Some returned to worl 
nfter thelr employers had signed an 
ngreement with the - Union, but

HERE HAVE been some strange 
revelations in London recently 
about ‘conditions In -British Colonies. 
The London “Dally Express” ‘Is 
mainly responsible, 

It sent a Staff Representative, 
Morley Richards, to Newfoundland to 
find out what was really wrong with 
that unhappy country, 

His documentary revelations were 
so startling, so. shameful, that they 
shocked England. So much, in fact, 
that Parliament promptly passed a 
Bili granting Newfoundland £3,000,- 
000 per annum. 

Now Richards is in Africa, investi« 
gating conditions in Gambia, Sierra 
Leone and the Gold Coast, In each 
of these three Colonies he will, !f the 
recently published book by Leonard 
Barnes (“Empire or Democracy?") is 
any authority, see much that~ will 
interest “Dally Express” readers. 

It wouldn't be a bid Idea if the 
“Dally Express" could spare Richards 
for a trip to Hongkong, os a con- 
temporary somewhat jocularly sug- 
gested the other day, There are 
several things of interest in this 


ITEM:, One person In every hun- 
dred of Hongkong's normal populo~ 
tlon Js a Civil Servant. (The total 
number of Government employces, 
excluding those on Loan Works, is. 
10,792, Between them thts year they 
will draw $14,430,249 in salaries. But 
the salaries won’t be proportionate, for 
437 of the 10,792 civil servants will 
whip off. the cream: they will draw 
$5,647,361, (an average of $13,000 per 
annum each), leaving only $8,762,888 
to be distributed among the remain- 
ing 10,355. Civil Service salaries, 
this year will represent 35 per cent. 
of the Colony'’s total revenue, :

ITEM: Transport of the select few 
Government servants who proceed 
Home on leave every four years will 
absorb another $629,183. this year, 
For those who remain in the Colony, 
Government will donate Rent. Allow- 
ances totalling $330,000. 

ITEM: We will spend $8,174,000 
on Defence this year—aonother twenty 
per cent. of our total revenue. But 
we will be ablo'to find only $2,318,- 
805 (of which the greater part will 
go to n few’ highly pald. English 
tenchers) to educate our. children. 
Almost all the African colonics will 
dévote a greater percentage of their 
revenues to Education, Even the 
despised Gold Coast. will spend. the 
equivalent of $4.000,000—or seven per 
cent. of its’ total revenue— on educat- 
ing its Africnn children this. year. 
We will spend only 6% per cent,’ of 
our total revenue. fo '

. ‘| London, ‘July 10, 
The death Js announced’ of Mr, 
Honry Havelock Elils, well-known 
author on psychology, at the age of 
80.—Reuter Bulletin, 7 


Mr. Ellis was born at Croydon. 
His father was a-ship's captnin and 
took the child with him on a voyage 
round the work! when he was six. 


As a lad he was interested in 
languages, Jearning German_ and 
Italinn outside school hours.; When 
he was 16, he sailed again with his 
father to Australian where he stayed 
for four years. . 


In New South Wales he tought. 
He was head of a State school at 
Sparkes Creek, the “Kanga Creek” 
of his only: novel, the writlhng of 
which was -encournged by Olive 
Schreiner, 


Returning 12 London In 1883, he 
studied medicine. at St.. Thomas's 
Hospital, taking his degree In 1880. 
lig Joined the Progressive Association, 
for which he complled ‘Hymns of 
Progress" and the Fellowship of the 
New Life, where he met his future 
wife, Edith Lees. 


In 1884 he made the acquaintance 
of Olive Schreiner and a warm 
friendship sprang up’ between them, 
At this time he wrote for reviews and 
magazines, and edited the Mermald 
Serles of Elizabethan Dramatists, and 
the Contemporary Science Series, 
which went on tll 1014 and for which 
he wrote “The Criminal.” 


1Us first. book, “Lhe New Spirit,” 
appeared in. 1890, and fn 1891 he 
marricd Miss Lees, Their union was 
n “semi-detached marriage, They 
were economically Indépendent, both 
had their homes and they simply pro- 
mised never to deceive each other. 


“The. Nationulisation “of Health” 
and “Men and Women" (1894) were 
the preludes to Elils'’s “Studies in the 
Psychology of Sex” which were 
inaugurated in 1097 with “Sexual 
Inversion,” in those days regarded as 
a seundalous publication, the author 
and publisher being branded as per- 
verters of public morals. No direct 
action was taken against them, but 
Bedborough, a bookseller who had 
sold the book to a disguised detective 
in a private. house, was prosecuted, 
Ellls’s book was written in technical 
language for specialists, sent for re- 
view only to medical and scientific 
periodicals and published at a high 
price. It was practlealy unknown 
ult the proceedings were instituted, 


After these he suspended the sale 
of the book and decided not to pub- 
Ush the remalning volumes in Eng- 
land. The prosecution’ injured his 
reputation for a time, since iM- 
baiaaaed persons counted him the 
victim of every perversion he in- 
vestigated, By an ircny of fate a 
Juwigs nie court of morals in Aniiics 
dismissed a prisoner with a_ small 
fine on condition that he read those 
very books which had been pilloried 
In England 12 years before. 

The later volumes in the serles 
were issued in America and Germany 
where his work was much more ap- 
preclated. 

His “World of Dreams” was the 
first English book to contuin a full 
exposition of the views of Freud ond 
Breuer on hysteria. His other books 
Include ‘The Nineteenth Century,” 
“A Study of — Britksh Genius,” 
“Agirmations,”, “The Soul of Spuln, 
which reenlls Keyserling's “Travel- 
Diary," “The Dance of Life’ and 
“The _Tosk of Social Hygiene,” show- 
ing What iniy — be ticcomptished -by 
social effort In breeding a finger type 
of Individual. During the war he 
wrote “Impressions and Comments. 

In the “Philosophy ‘of Conflict," he 
wrote, “There is nothing that war has 
ever achieved we could not better 
achieve without it" 

After his wife's death he lived by 
himself in a flat at Brixton where he 
did bis housework, cooked his own 
meals and cooked them well. There 
he received letters and books from 
every continent, although he never 
emerged into public life. Profoundly 
sceptical, he had a penetrating eye 
for the transient, the disingennous 
tand the’ shoddy.
